Report of Trustees of Town Library. 


“March g, 1859, at a little gathering at the residence of 
William Wetherbee, Esq., it was proposed that there be a socie- 
ty formed for the purpose of meeting together from time to 
time at different places and purchasing books to be circulated 
among the members of the Society.” 

Such is the modest record of the movement out of which grew 
the organization of the Amherst Library Association. Among 
the most active of the early members of this Society, we find 
the names of Mrs. P. W. Jones and sister Mrs. M. M. Peaslee, 
Dea. B. B. David, David Stewart, Lucy W. Blunt, J. B. Fay, C. 
B. Tuttle, Catherine Boylston, Elizabeth Wilkins, Dr. F. P. Fitch, 
Jonathan Knight all of whom have deceased, Messrs Hap- 
good & Abbott, E. S. Cutter, Esq., Wm. A. Mack, John F. Whi- 
ting, Mary D. Moore, now Mrs. French, who have removed 
from town and a few others who are still living to witness the 
fruits of this praise-worthy undertaking. 

The plan ripened into fruitfulness by the adoption of a con- 
stitution, and by-laws, forthe establishing of a miscellaneous 
Library of useful books.” ‘The initiation fee was twenty five 
cents at first, with a monthly payment of ten cents. The pay- 
ment for membership was subsequently advanced to fifty cents 
and some literary entertainments were provided by which to 
enlarge the funds of the Association. The money so raised was 


expended in the purchase of books and the collection was placed 
in charge of some mechanic or shopkeeper in the village whose 
place of business was easy of access. We notice the names of 
Stevens, Russell, Merrill, Few, and Walker as Librarians, the 
office involved continued care and the compensation was small. 
The position was not coveted and the Library had a peripatetic 
life. The organization was fluctuating in its membership by 
reason of the inevitable changes in the community and at times 
the Society was near dissolution. But the Library had already 
demonstrated its beneficent uses and its friends were roused to 
prevent its waste or dispersion. | 

In 1870 a special effort was made to revive the Association; a 
large addition was made to the membership; the constitution was 
revised, the membership fee was raised to one dollar and reg- 
ular meetings successfully intituted. A catalogue was prepared 
and printed containing 427 titles. The year following the Se- 
lectmen granted the use of the petit jury room as a depository for 
the Library and the Executive Committee employed Mrs. E. M. 
Burnham as Librarian. The room was opened every Saturday 
P. M. for the accomodation ‘of its patrons. New books were 
purchased and an additional book case presented by Miss Sarah 
Lawrence made the collection more attractive. The circulation 
was very much enlarged; many volumes were loaned to per- 
sons not enrolled with the organization. Generous contribu 
tions in books were made by Mrs. Conant, Miss L. F. Boylston 
and other friends of the Institution. 

In 1873 provision was made for incorporating the Association 
under the General Statutes. To meet the increasing expenses the 
members submitted to successive annual assessments. Mean- 
while the Library was becoming more widely known, and its ad- 
vantages as an auxilliary to the system of public instruction 
were generally recognized. <A sentiment gradually gained cur- 
rency that the books should be accessible to all classes of our 
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citizens and that the town might rightfully bear the expense of 
maintaining the Institution. Accordingly in February 1879, the 
Association appointed a committee ‘‘to see if the town of Am- 
herst will accept and maintain the Library now held by this As- 
sociation and fix on the conditions on which this arrangement 
shall be carried into effect.” 

An Article was inserted in the Warrant for the Town Meet- 
ing, viz :—To see if the Town will vote to accept the Library 
now held bythe Amherst Library Association, and establish 
and maintain the same by suitable appropriations as a Public 
Library for the use of the citizens of Amherst, agreeably to the 
provisions of Chapter 46 of the General Statutes of New Hamp- 
shire. 

The motion to accept the Library prevailed and the Selectmen 
in conjunction with the Superintending School Committee were 
instructed to make all necessary rules for the use and mainte- 
nance of the Library. Seventy-five dollars were appropriated 
for support of the Library. The next year, 1880, the appropri- 
ation was increased and the Library was placed in charge of a 
Board of ‘Trustees, an arrangement which continues in force to 
this day. In the ten years now closing, the number of books 
has increased from 680 volumes to 1755 volumes, 4 books be- 
ing discarded. Of this large addition 719 volumes have been 
acquired by purchase and 371 volumes, more than one third: 
of the enlargement, have been the gift of friends. 

In placing this sketch of the origin and progress of the Li- 
brary in their Annual Report, the Trustees are animated by a 
desire to keep alive the memory of those who projected this 
scheme, and to recognize gratefully the persistent zeal with 
which their successors have cherished and perfected the enter- 
prise. The usefulness of the Library is acknowledged by all, and 
the frequent generous donations of books, by which its shelves 
have been enriched, illustrate the esteem in which it is held by 
those who love the town. 
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During the past twelve months the Librarian has issued 2856 
volumes, an average of 55 volumes per week, embracing among 
the readers 118 families. 

The Trustees have purchased 80 volumes, and 198 have been 
given to the Library, with the monthly numbers of two maga- 
zines as follows :

A second supplement to the catalogue, prepared by Miss 
E. J. Stearns, is printed, and will soon be ready for sale and 
distribution. A new and capacious book stack has been added 
to the furniture of the Library. With this enlargement of the 
facilities for obtaining books, the Trustees must remind the pat- 
rons of the Library of the necessity of using the delivery cards 
which are provided without cost to our citizens. It is almost 
impossible to make and keep an accurate record of the books 
loaned without them. The patience of our long suffering Li- 
brarian has been taxed beyond excuse and the rule requiring 
the use of cards must be enforced. 

Of almost equal importance to the correct management of 
the Library, anda fair opportunity for all to share in its privi- 
leges, is the rule, which requires that books shall be brought to 
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table of the Librarian for exchange. Transfers made from hand 
to hand in disregard of this rule beget confusion and occasion 


hard feelings. 


There may be helpfulness without favoritism.
